But all the power of 
love and devotion, science and wealth, 
culture and education cannot protect 
our loved ones from the hands of 
the death angel.

its mysteries fascinate the imagina- 
tion. 
Of the millions who have 


crossed the silent borders none have 
ever returned to tell what they hare 
seen. 
"We have, with aching heart 


witnessed a loved one calmly and 
quietly pass from life. Hitherto, in 
loving confidence, they have, shared 
our secrets and given, instant re 
cponse to our every call; but now 
they scorn careless of our grief nnd 
silent to our entreaties. Looking be- 
'eechingly upon them we ha»e asked:

nnd there has been no answer, save 
Uic echo of our call. The mysterious 
silence that accompanies death will 
always challenge tbe inquisitive mind 
of ninn.

the parable of Dives and Lazarus, 
two men of widely contrasted lives 
to both this world and the world to 
come. 


This parable is among the most 


priceless of nil Christ's teachings but 
one that is assaulted by every re- 
ligion that denies future punishment 
for sin. 
They insist that he was 


merely referring to the earthly side 
of the sin of covetonsness and that 
to'be understood it must be spiritual-, 
ized. It is true that Christ was con- 
demning selfishness, 
but he was 


showing that the damaging power of 
selfishness includes two worlds and 
Is eternity long. But if you wish to 
limit His teachings to thi» one world 
that does not alter the case for Christ 
in illustrating truth never resorted to 
falsehood. Christ's every statement 
concerning this world Is absolutely 
correct. He likened His kingdom to 
yeust, to a fish net, a mustard seed, 
a man sowing in both good and stony 
ground, and every statement is clear, 
and as scientifically true to-day as 
when first uttered. If Jesus never 
colored facts concerning this life, 
what right has any man to say that 
Christ was not just as accurate con- 
cerning things beyond the grave. He 
came from God. He knew the other 
side better than we know this, and 
why should He not rend the veil and 
give us an accurate vision of things 
as they are there? With .this in mind 
let us study the three pictures that 
comprise tlie parable.

the parable of Dives and Lazarus, 
two men of widely contrasted lives 
in boUi this world and the world to 
come. 


This parable is among the most 


priceless of all Christ's teachings but 
one that is assaulted by every re- 
ligion that deules future punishment 
for sin. 
They insist that lie was 


merely referring to the earthly side 
of the sin of covetousness and that 
to'be understood it must be spiritual- 
ized.

Ho 
spoke reverently when addressing 
Abraham, for that was characteris- 
tic of the Jewish people, either good 
or bad; but he uttered commands as 
one' possessing authority.

rounded by servants whom ho com- 
manded to go and come according to 
his desires. Beyond the grave be was 
issuing orders to Abraham as though 
he were a foreman in his establish- 
ment and demanding that Lazarus as 
an errand boy be sent to carry water 
to hell. His idea of spiritual coni- 
fort was the one that.be had always 
had , so instead of asking for par- 
don or God's comforting grace for 
his heart, ho asked for water, never 
suspecting that physical things can- 
not satisfy the soul. How terrible is 
woridline.ss that deadens a 
man's 


.sense of properties until be believes 
sincerely that all the needs of both 
body and soul can be satisfied with 
those tilings that appeal to the phy- 
sical appetites, lie becomes so de- 
ceived that instead of asking for God 
be seeks water to quench the torment 
of his soul. He did not change. His 
one thought during life was that of 
his personal comfort. 
His one aim 


in life was to have a good, easy, com- 
fortable life and now that he was in 
hell ho was offended that things had 
not been prepared more to bis liking, 
lie did not pray to be taken out of 
hell. He did not care, for God but what 
he wanted was to bo. made comfort- 
able where he was and therefore he 
would deprive another man of the 
joys of heaven in order that his sel- 
tisb soul might not be tormented. 


They carried with them their mem- 


ories. 
He remembered Lazarus and 


recognized him tho moment he be- 
held him amid heaven's glory. 
Aft- 


erwards. !n- remembered his brethren 
whom be had loft behind, and whose 
lives were being destroyed by bis 
wicked intluence. Finding the reality 
of s'n and the hopelessness of t'nd- 
ing comfort, tho unconverted man 
would gather up bis evil influence ami 
have it counteracted by a special 
messenger sent of God.

heaven and bell, iiiid the gulf is here 


Europe and America at the ..same 
time. A sinner is a sinner and as 
such is the servant of sin und of its 
author, the devil. A Christian is a 
sinner saved by grace, and is a serv- 
ant of Christ, yea, better; the adopted 
Son of God. There is a vast differ- 
ence between the two, and so groat 
and so deep is the chasm that no man 
can cross over in his own strength, 
the longer you live Ln sin the farther 
do we get away from God; but there 
is a way by which to bridge the 
chasm, and that is by the rugged 
timbers of the cross of Christ. Xo 
matter how sinful the soul may be 
the cross of Christ Is long enough 
and wide enough and strong enough 
to bridge the way to God and to- 
night all you have to do is to believe 
in Christ and step from hell to 
heaven.

The God that created the 
life that you are now enjoying and 
the God that made for your body 
such a wonderful world, will not fail 
the soul that puts it.s trust in Him. 
If God is better than the dcvil'then 
the Christian life must be a better 
life than a life in sin. 
We do not 


need brains to sec that. To help you 
step out from sin and cross the chasm, 
Christ came and died, the Holy Spirit 
came to lead, a thousand people are 
praying for you now and even the 
lost souls in hell are concerned for 
your safety.

to accumulate a competence within a short time. As the report

easy to 
entice these 
people into 


foreign exchange gambling by holding out 1hc lure of quick and 
easy;'prof its. 
Contracts for future delivery are made and pay- 


ments-begin. Many of the purchasers stop paying before their 
contracts are completed and as a result lose all they have put 
in. Many ol those who complete thc contracts find themselves 
in possession of foreign money which, due 1o a drop in the 
exchange, is worth far less than they paid for it." 


There is this to be said for these later frenzied financiers, 


that they do seem to give their customers somewhat of a run 
for their money, unlike Ponzi, who does not seem to have done 
niuch actual investing in foreign exchange. But it is a mighty 
risky game to play. Betting on which way a cat will jump is 
no more hazardous than guessing what foreign exchange is go- 
: ing to do. It is the height of folly for poor persons to risk
